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Fire hall 
construction 
makes rapid 
progress

In spite of a break-in Easter weekend, construc¬ 
tion of the new Didsbury fire hall is on schedule, on 
budget and the building will be completed by June. 

In a written report to town council April 12, 
Didsbury’s manager of protective services Derek 
Sutherland said that good weather and the pouring 
of the concrete floors have sped up work. 

Exterior concrete work has been accelerated 
because of the favourable weather, Sutherland said. 

In the break-in, discovered March 28 after the 
Easter weekend, thieves stole contractors’ tools 
and batteries from the electricians’ lifts, he said. A 
quantity of copper wire was also stolen, said RCMP 
Cpl. Resus Organ. 

Overnight on April 6 there was a second break- 
in at the fire hall when a truck lock was cut, said 
RCMP Const. Andrew McKeen. Nothing was taken. 

“It is really imfortunate for the contractors that 
stored their equipment on site," Sutherland said. 

Since the March 28 break-in contractors have 
stored their tools at night and on weekends in the 
town’s public works building, and the RCMP have 
asked the public to be on the lookout for suspicious 
copper wire sales. 

“(Due to the theft) we are looking forward to 
lockup stage,” Sutherland said. That will happen 
after the brickwork on the exterior wall is done. 

Inside the building, framing is completed and 
the plumbers and electricians are making quick 
progress. 

The exterior paving and communications links 
and equipment are also on schedule and on budget, 
Sutherland said. 

Power lines have been buried in the front of the 
property and work on paving the parking lot is pro¬ 
ceeding. The glass has been installed at the front 
entrance.

Patience and community financial support pay off

Heavy equipment began to tear 
up the old helipad at the Didsbury 
hospital and strip topsoil April 11 as 
construction began on a new heli¬ 
pad to provide a vital emergency 
health service to the region. 

Work began six years after the 
decontmissioning of the former 
STARS air ambulance helipad at 
the hospital due to safety concents 
including the proximity of the pad 
to the hospital. 

“We are very happy to get con¬ 
struction off the ground,” said 
Rosebud Health Foundation chair¬ 
man Albert Ohlhauser. The founda¬ 
tion has raised the funds for the 
project 

“The amazing support received 
by the foundation from the com¬ 
munities and private donors of 
t’arstairs, Didsbury and Moimtain 
View County has made it possible 
to bring this project to completion 
before the end of tliis year, possibly 
as early as late August, weather 


pemutting,” Ohlhauser said. 

The foundation is spearheading 
the project in collaboration with 
Alberta Health Services, operator 
of the hospital. 

"'Die great and also very import¬ 
ant part of this project is that the 
contract price for the project is well 
below the original proposed cost,” 
the chairman said. 

The final step before construc¬ 
tion began was to re-tender the 
contract because the foundation 
thought the low bid in 2015 of over 
$600,000 was too high. 

Tlie engineers and designers at 
WSF Engineering went back to the 
drawing board to make changes, 
then the contract was put out for 
public bids. 

The budget for the successful bid 
is under $500,(XX) plus contingen¬ 
cies, (Ihlhauser said. 

“The foundation hopes that 
unforeseen obstacles during con¬ 
struction will not dim this hope 
(of completing the project for 
$500,(XX)),” he added. 

Ohlhauser and prominent com¬ 


munity leader Clem Kuelker will be 
the project management committee 
for the foundation. 

For six years, STARS air ambu¬ 
lance has served the hospital by 
landing and taking off from the 
Zion church parking lot. 

That, however, has been a patch- 
work solution to the absence of a 
helipad at the hospital because it 
requires the Didsbury fire depart¬ 
ment to secure the parking lot dur¬ 
ing landings and takeoffs. 

It also requires ground iimbu- 
lances to transport patients to and 
from the p;irking lot to the hospital. 

There is a risk to the public in 
the parking lot from flying dust and 
debris propelled by the rotating 
helicopter blades, a problem that 
is acute when the need for STARS 
to kind coincides with church func¬ 
tions. 

The new helipad ends the incon¬ 
venience. 

STARS and Transport Canada 
have reviewed plans for the new 
helipad and have found it has a safe 
approach and is a safe site.

When ntoose conte near children at 
school grounds or parks, citizens are 
encouraged to call Alberta Fish and 
Wildlife officers at -800-642-3088 or 
the town’s peace officers at 403-335- 
3391. 

RCMP Dpi. Resus Organ said the 
Didsbury RCMP detachment w on’t 
respond to calls about ntoose sight¬ 
ings. 

Town officials said citizens should 
not feed deer, moose and other wild¬ 
life as it establishes an attractive food 


source. Large, stable populations of 
w ildlife attract dangerous predators. 

At times Alberta Fish and Wildlife 
officers shoot at the ntoose with 
nibber bullets, beanbags and paint- 
balls. These are non-lethal devices to 
encourage the ntoose to leave town 
for more secluded refuge.

Guidelines for Shantz Crossing 


On April 19 at the Didsbury Memorial Complex, 
there will be an open house followed by a public 
hearing on Shantz Village. 

The process will hear from the naysayers. This 
is an opportunity for the usual suspects to trash 
high-density development and council’s process for 
citizen input . 

Top of mind for the Review at these events will be 
the wisdom of President Abraham Lincoln who said, 
"He has a right to criticize who has a heart to help." 

The flaws in the Shantz Village process, ably 
addressed in a letter from Kevin Bentley in the April 
12 Didsbury Review on reimagining Didsbury, should 
not stand in the way of Shantz Village development. 

The town and its competent, experienced real 
estate agents have been unable to find industries 
to buy into this development. That is not going to 
change. 

Turn Alberta upside down in 2016 and shake it 
but no industrial enterprises that want to locate in 
Didsbury will fall out . 

Didsbury must seize this opportunity for an adult 
residential community built by experienced and able 
builders. 

It will not solve the problem of Didsbury’s low ratio 
of commercial to residential tax base. It will not solve 
the town’s affordable housing problem. 

But it will significantly grow the size of the town, its 
economy and the tax base. 

Council should approve amendments to the 
Municipal Development Plan, the Shantz Village Area 
Structure Plan and the Didsbury land use bylaw. 

That said, West Ridge Homes staff could take into 
account the comments they will receive at the open 
house and public hearing. They have also interacted 
with this community at the Didsbury & District 
Chamber of Commerce's Art, Travel and Trade Expo, 
the Calgary home show, and in their visits to the 
town. 

One of Bentley's ideas is for “wow" factor in the 
project. 

He suggests maintaining and enhancing the pond 
on the property as a winter public skating venue. 
There will be liability issues, and perhaps the town 
can collaborate with Shantz Village Land Corporation 
and West Ridge Homes to solve this and make pond 
skating a permanent part of community life. 

The Town of Didsbury unquestionably has a thing 
or two to learn about giving a full voice to its citizens 
- its property taxpayers - about public consultation. 

This is not surprising after 10 years in which public 
consultation consisted of agreeing with the former 
chief administrative offic er or shutting up. 

The Didsbury Review has skin in the game in the 
Shantz Village proposal. 

The paper is one of the yeasayers. 

We appreciate the commitment of businesses that 
see the value of advertising in the Review. We have 
a secure income base that ensures we can keep the 
community informed and tell its stories. 

However the advertisers who will grow this news¬ 
paper and make it even more effective at its job are 
not here yet. Shantz Village will c reate some of them. 

Shantz Village will also be home to letters to the 
editor writers and folk who do interesting things that 
make good newspaper stories. 

So yes, the paper supports this projec t. 

If that makes us part of the establishment, well it 
is an interesting place to be for this contrarian but 
optimistic editor. 


It is encouraging to see movement in the develop¬ 
ment of Shantz Crossing. Credit is due to the mayor, 
council and administration for their initiatives to 
make something happen in this challenging eco¬ 
nomic environment. 

This development opportunity began some years 
ago, on the basis of economic opportunities that 
were present then. Those assumptions should be 
fully reviewed and upgraded to meet the c urrent 
economic climate. 

After talking with a number of the local busi¬ 
ness and town administration, here are some guide 
points for diligence, from the chamber of com¬ 
merce ABCD (Alliance for Business and Community 
Development). 

1. Master planning. Project specific planning 
elements must be in alignment with best develop¬ 
ment practices serving t he best interests of the 
whole town. Municipal community strategies for 
town centre retail, residential and industrial func¬ 
tion should be enhanced and not compromised. 

2. Balanced growth. A development dedicated 
to higher cost seniors’ residences and care facilities 
must be balanced with the needs of the whole com¬ 
munity. Entry-level housing is in short supply, and 
value of young families must be recognized for their 
insertion of essential energy into the community. 

3. Business planning. Each phase of this pro¬ 
posed development should be reviewed for sound-

4. Full value protection. Developers routinely 
attempt to tie up land while soliciting funds and 
buyers at minimum cost and at no risk to them¬ 
selves. Each phase of this proposed project 
should carry its own weight, without undue cost 
or risk to the town. Existing and new infrastruc¬ 
ture should appropriately be paid for by the devel¬ 
oper. Opportunity burdens should be appropriately 
paid for by the developer and should not be carried 
by the town. 

5. Mutual benefits of local business. Ample 
opportunity should be given to Didsbury trades¬ 
people to bid and to win contracts to strengthen 
our local economy. The benefits should be recycled 
back through the community. This is vital to the 
health of all aspects of the town including the new 
development. 

The Town of Didsbury is offering a very valuable 
opportunity that must be reciprocated by the devel¬ 
oper in mutual integration with the best interests of 
the town. Shantz Crossing is an important asset to 
manage through these changing times and one that 
can set a positive stage for the future shaping of 
Didsbury.
